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Selectmen’s Report 
1952—1953 
To The Citizens of Windham: 


We are pleased to submit herewith our annual report for 
the year ended January 31, 1953. 


TAXATION 


Money raised at the annual March 1952 meeting amounted 
to $284,055.97 as compared with 1951 appropriations of 
$249,355.16, or an increase of $34,700.81. Increase in assessed 
valuation was $23,964.00. Except for the fact that the town 
was relieved of payment of the State Tax in 1952, we would 
have had a tax rate of $90. As it was, the rate increased $5, 
from $77 in 1951 to $82 in 1952. The total amount voted for 
school purposes in 1952, directly and indirectly was $131,- 
773.00, or 53% of the town tax. Our tax rate has doubled 


over a period of ten years.

HIGHWAYS 


State Aid Road Construction 


The work started in 1951 on the Windham Center Road 
was completed and surface treated. Distance, 2,000 feet. 1952 
construction extends from Windham Hill four corners north 
westerly to the residence of Lahya Pulkkinen. 
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Under the present law, only 50% of the joint fund is avail- 
able for new construction, the remaining 50% must be used 
for reconstruction of State Aid Roads. 


Permanent Improvement of Town Roads 


This money was used on the Albion Road, which has now 
been completely built and surface treated. 
Town Road Improvement Fund 

Expended on the Webb Road. 1,600 feet built and surface 
treated. Cost was $2,358.48, of which amount the State con- 
tributed $1,460.00. 


Smith Road 


850 feet: built and surface treated. This road is NOW com- 
pletely built. 


Bridges 


The Narrows, North Gorham and Newhall bridges were 
re-planked during the year. Mallison, Newhall and North 
Gorham bridges were cleaned and painted two coats of alumi- 
num paint. 


Equipment 


No new trucks or other equipment was purchased in 1952. 
We purchased a used tractor equipped with a power broom 
in 1951 for $60.00, which was put in good operating condi- 
tion at a small cost. We formerly rented a similar piece of 
equipment at the rate of $5 per hour. The Caterpillar tractor 
has been repaired and the snow plow mounted on it. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Oil burners were installed at both stations. A conversion unit 
was used in the old boiler at South Windham, but at North 
Windham it was found necessary to install a new unit com- 
plete, boiler and burner. 3 
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WELFARE 


Costs for 1952 shown an increase over. 1951. 24 town cases 
consisting of 45 persons received aid. A larger appropriation 
for 1953 is indicated. 


GENERAL 


It is sometimes a good idea to take a backward look and 
analyze what has been happening to us. Since 1942 our tax- 
able valuation has increased 30% while appropriations have 
increased 160% during the same period. 


Valuations are based on a percentage of sound or normal 
value, without recognizing the distress values of a depression 
or the inflated values of today. Sound value is the price a 
willing buyer will pay and a willing seller will accept in terms 
of the 100 cent dollar, or a middle of the road value. 


Now, while our valuations are based on sound value, our 
appropriations must be made in inflated 50c dollars, with the 
inevitable result of a steadily increasing tax rate. This makes 
it difficult for everyone whose income has not kept pace with 
increased living costs to finance his tax payment. 


Suggestions have been made to us that valuations be in- 
creased in order that the tax rate may be reduced. Frankly, 
we can see no cure in this process. If your property is valued 
at $1,000 and the rate is $80, your tax is $80. If your 
valuation is increased to $2,000 and the rate is cut to $40 by 
so doing, your tax is still $80. What the average tax payer is 
interested in is the amount taken from him by the tax process, 
rather than the mechanics of how the amount is arrived at. 


We have at the present time a low valuation and a high 
tax rate. Our valuation can be increased and the rate thereby 
reduced. But, if appropriations continue to increase, we could 
soon have a high valuation and a high tax rate, which is not 
a good combination. 
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We believe this tax situation requires serious study. There 
is apparently no easy solution. It is possible that a re-valua- 
tion of the town might solve some of our problems. 


FIRE PROOF VAULT 


Article 49 at the 1952 annual meeting asked for funds to 
construct a fire proof vault at the town office. It was voted 
that the Selectmen secure plans and costs and report at the 
next meeting. Estimates were secured, but plans were not, as 
they would cost a maximum of $150.00 and there were no 
funds available. 


An article in the warrant for the special town meeting held 
July 14th for building this vault was lost when the meeting 
was adjourned before the article came up for consideration. 
The matter will again be brought before the voters at the 
annual 1953 meeting. 


Section 135 of Chapter 80, Revised Statutes of Maine, re- 
quires that all towns of 1,300 inhabitants or more provide 
fire proof safes or vaults of ample size for the reception and 
preservation of all completed books of record. Our present 
facilities would not meet this requirement.

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Report of Health Officer and 
School Physician 


The Town of Windham presented a good health record for 
the year 1952. There were moderate out-breaks of measles, 
chickenpox, and whooping cough. There were no cases of 
infantile paralysis. 


During preliminary road construction in South Windham, 
the sewer system was broken open, but no harmful effects 
resulted, and the road builders installed a new sewage system 
as speedily as they could. | 


The duties of school physician increased with the added 
number of pupils. Physical examinations were given to 197 
pupils comprising seniors, freshmen, seventh, and third grades, 
and athletes. It is estimated that in 1953—262 children will 
receive physicals. ? 


In our spring clinic 68 children received vaccinations 
against smallpox. 


All students taken sick or injured on school property are 
treated without charge to them. The same applies to athletic 
injuries. We had between 15 and 20 such cases in 1952. In 
one week, we had:—one fractured forearm, one fractured leg, 
one severely sprained ankle, one puncture wound of hand. 

We should thank Dr. Burns, Nurse Allen, Fred Aikens, 
and the Windham Health Council for their help and co- 


operation in matters pertaining to public health. °

I would like to recommend a safe and sane fire prevention 
program be practised daily, being always on the alert to 
safeguard our loved ones and homes from the danger of fire.

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Report on Civil Defense and Public 
Safety for the Town of Windham, 
Maine for 1952 


The growth of Civil Defense, to its present status, in Wind- 
ham is largely due to the splendid cooperation of its patriotic 
people. We have received a goodly amount of publicity 
through newspaper and radio because of our achievements. 


Each unit of Civil Defense has done excellent work in its 
field; and, these combined units can make a most efficient 
organization. 


In June, we had an alert to aid us in improving the func- 
tioning of the various Civil Defense requirements. This June 
alert proved that the Radio Communications equipment, 
which has been purchased, will help tremendously in time of 
an emergency. 


On Sunday, November 23rd, the second alert sounded and 
the Civil Defense members responded to the call. The follow- 
ing program was carried out very successfully— 


1:00 P. M. —Assembling of members of Civil Defense at the 
Reformatory for Men. 


1:20 P. M. —-An enemy plane was spotted and a bomb was 
dropped. The bomb, which was intended for the 
telephone exchange, water tower and schools at 
Windham, Center, overshot its targets and landed 
in a field off Route 302 setting fire to a building. 
The North Windham Fire Company quickly 
responded. Two Reserve Police Officers were dis- 
patched to handle the traffic, more Reserve 
Officers being available upon request. 


1:30 P. M. —A saboteur was seen attempting to place a 
bomb under the Pleasant River Bridge on Route 
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302. In attempting to escape near Roland Ward’s 
on Route 302, the saboteur injured a pedestrian. 
A vehicle from the Transportation Unit was dis- 
patched to the scene; and, it brought the pedes- 
trian to the Reformatory where first aid was ad- 
ministered by members of the First Aid Unit. 
The following alarm was broadcast for the appre- 
hension of the saboteur. 


Description: 1941 Chevrolet, Club Coupe, 
Maroon, License 56-544. 

Pedestrian’s condition: Broken leg and arm, cuts 
and bruises. 


One Police Officer was dispatched to accompany 
the Transportation Unit’s vehicle. 


9:00 P. M. —An ‘accomplice set a fire at Foster’s Corner. 
The South Windham Fire Department quickly 
responded. The Police picked up the accomplice. 
Description of accomplice: Stocky, about six feet 
tall, weight 180 lbs., light complexioned, light 
hair. Reported as seen heading toward North 
Windham on Route 302, 


9:15 P. M. —A suspicious character was observed trying 
to poison the water in Chaffin Pond. Escaped to- 
ward North Windham. Police at North Windham 
Corner were notified to be on the lookout for the 
escapee. 

Description of escapee: 1941 Chevrolet, Gray, 2 
Door, License No. 191-627. 

In attempting to get by the road block, the escapee 
shot a Reserve Police Officer. A vehicle from the 
Transportation Unit was dispatched to the scene 
and the Officer was brought to the Reformatory 
and first aid was administered by members of the 
First Aid Unit. Extra Pglice Officers stood by in 
case they were needed. | 
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—The same plane, as seen before, dropped a 
second bomb in an attempt on the telephone ex- 
exchange, water tower and schools at Windham 
Center. Again, it overshot its targets and set fire 
to a field at Windham Hill. Again, the Fire De- 
partment made a quick response. Two Reserve 
Police Officers were dispatched to handle the 
traffic. 


—A plane crashed at the Friends’ School and 
burned. South Windham Fire «Department ar- 
rived very quickly. Transportation vehicle picked 
up the injured pilot and transferred him to the 
Reformatory where he received first aid from 
members of the First Aid Unit. The pilot was 
temporarily detained. 

Two Police Officers were dispatched to the scene 
of the crash. 


—Another plane spotted coming in from Gray 
attempted to bomb the water tank and school at 
North Windham. It, too, overshot its targets and 
the bomb landed in the woods at the Windham 
Drive-In setting a fire. North Windham Fire De- 
partment arrived very quickly. One Fireman was 
very badly burned. A Transportation vehicle was 
dispatched and the Fireman was brought to the 
Reformatory where members of the First Aid Unit 
gave him first aid. 

Police Officers were dispatched to handle the 
traffic. 


All of the activities carried out on the above program were 
directed entirely by Radio Communication from the Radio 
Communication Center at the Men’s Reformatory. 


The following is a copy of the letter sent to your Director 
by the State Director of Civil Defense. This letter will give 


you an idea of Windhamgs rating as a Civil Defense organiza- 
tion in the State of Maine.

To quote Mr. George R. Petty, Public Relations Officer, in 
the newsletter, from the Office of Maine Civil Defense and 
Public Safety, issued December 5th, 1952: “Despite stormy 
skies and light’ to heavy rain, the Township of Windham 
staged one of the best Civil Defense exercises this reporter 
has witnessed. | 


Under the direction of Hiram Gratrix and a very capable 
staff, more than 150 volunteers turned out in a realistic 
demonstration of police, fire, medical and transportation 
problems coordinated by a superb team of radio-telephone 
communications. 


In the interest of realism, a couple of old, abandoned build- 
ings were set’ afire, suspected “saboteurs” were pursued along 
highways and through underbrush, and casualties were 
brought to the command post first aid station for treatment. 
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All operations were controlled via the command post 
(GC. A. P.) radio linking up mobile radio units, sub-head- 
quarters, and the regular fire department. Windham fire units 
also utilized their own radio gear to dispatch and recall vari- 
ous pieces of fire equipment.” 


The County Civil Defense Headquarters represented by 
Mrs. Orr also commended Windham’s progress in Civil De- 
fense very highly. The County Headquarters has been most 
cooperative with the Town of Windham at all times. 


Your Director and several Assistant Directors have at- 
tended many Civil Defense Meetings this year. One of which 
was held at the County Headquarters at Gorham, Maine, 
where lectures were given on how the County will link up 
with its Towns and Cities and render assistance to them. 
Windham’s Radio Communications Center participated in 
the County wide test held at Gorham. 


The Civil Defense of Windham has purchased First Aid 
equipment. Three First Aid Stations have been designated— 
Arlington School at North Windham, Field—Allen School at 
Windham Center and the State Reformatory for Men. 


Civil Defense still neeeds many more radio units to ade- 
quately serve in the direction of Civil Defense activities should 
there be a major disaster. This can only be made possible, | 
at this time, by further appropriation of funds by the Town. 


Attention should be called to the fact that the Auxiliary 
Police Unit has been very active. They have raised a goodly 
amount of their funds to meet some of their needs. 


The Auxiliary Fire, Auxiliary Police, Canteen, First Aid 
and Supervision and Care of Children Units all had splendid 
records of attendance at their meetings througltout the year, 
and, much interest and enthusiasm was shown at these meet- 
ings.

Annual Report of the Public 
Health Nurse, 1952 


Citizen participation in Windham is heartily supported by 
the Public Health Nurse, who believes in the fundamental 
principle that community health services belong to the people 
of your community. The W indham Health Council continues 
to contribute much to the Public Health Nurse’s efforts and 
the entire community shares in building a more effective 


health program. 


During the year, one hundred seventy-five home visits were 
made in behalf of maternal health, infants, pre-schools, tuber- 
culosis, venereal diseases, handicapped children with ortho- 
pedic or cardiac defects, vision and hearing defects. The 
amount of home visiting is determined by the need for inter- 
pretation of the problem and acquainting the family with 
community resources for prevention and correction. 


Your School Health Program remains the same. Your 
school physician, Dr. Sidney Branson, gives physical examina- 
tions to pupils in grades three-seven-nine. This year one hun- 
dred ninety-seven pupils have been examined and two were 
accompanied by their parents. At the time of the examination 
the physician has an excellent opportunity to discuss with the 
parent, his findings and: make recommendations for correc- 
tions of remedial defects; otherwise, the Public Health Nurse 
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makes home visits to discuss the physician’s recommendations 
and assist the family in planning the necessary steps toward 


correction. 


Audiometer tests were given to five hundred eighty pupils 
above the second grade. The results showed only six pupils 


having a hearing loss. 


In 1952 your Health Council sponsored monthly Child 
Health Conferences which started in May. These Conferences 
are alternated every three months by Dr. Sidney Branson and 
Dr. Robert Burns.: They are held the second Tuesday of each 
month at the North Windham Fire Station and South Wind- 
ham Fire Station. The figures reveal a community interest 
and an active Health Council with volunteer workers.

Physical Examinations 60 
Vaccinations 43 


Completed Immunizations against 
. Diphtheria, Whooping Cough 
and Tetanus ee 


Continuation of this program means that more children in 
Windham will be immunized, vaccinated and in good health 
when they enter sub-primary. 


In the Spring, Dr. Sidney Branson, Health Officer, con- 
ducted a Town Immunization Clinic assisted by volunteers of 
the Windham Health Council. Sixty-eight school children 
were vaccinated against Smallpox. 


Again, this year, the Windham, Health Council, sponsored 
the Fluorine Dental Program for thirty days, conducted by 
Miss Mary Prince, Dental Hygienist of the State Division of 
Dental Health. Members of the Health Council and parents 
devoted a great deal of time in planning the program and 
developing a schedule for transportation. 
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The figures are gratifying and in two more years the figures 
will reveal true comparisions of first and second treatments.

On examination it was revealed that sixteen out of one 
hundred twenty-eight school children had truly healthy 
mouths. Continuation of this program should interest all 
parents and the ultimate goal will be reached when every 


school child had a healthy mouth. 


I wish to extend my thanks for the co-operation of the 
Windham Health Council, the school personnel, Parent- 
Teachers’ Associations, Dr. Robert Burns, Dr. Sidney Bran- 
son, and citizens in promoting a good Community Health 
Program.

Dear Mr. Allen: 


As the time is approaching when you will be getting ma- 
terial together for your 1952 report to the town, we are 
submitting a brief statement regarding the status of white 
pine blister rust control work in Windham. 


All trees are subject to attack by insects and diseases. The 
most deadly disease of white pines is the blister rust, a fungus 
that grows in the bark of white pine trees and in the leaves 
of currant and gooseberry bushes (ribes). The fungus spreads 
by means of tiny wind-borne spores. The disease cannot 
spread directly from one pine tree to another. The spores 
that infect pines are produced on ribes leaves only. Where 
there are no ribes nearby, blister rust cannot infect pines. 
The important work of protecting our white pine stands from 
this disease is carried out under an agreement whereby State 
and Federal agencies aid cooperating towns in an organized 
program to destroy the ribes plants growing near the pines. 


Our records show that Windham still has over 8,000 acres 
where white pines are present in sufficient numbers to war- 
rant inclusion in the blister rust control area. Most of this 
acreage includes seedlings and sapling pines which are more 
susceptible to serious damage by the disease. Control measures 
to protect this pine acreage have resulted in the destruction 
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of more than a million of the ribes plants on 20,178 acres. 
There is no doubt that with such an extensive acreage already 
protected, the future of white pine in Windham is assured as 
- far as blister rust is concerned, provided the reworking of the 
control area is continued as needed. 


Windham made $400.00 available to participate in the 1952 
control program and during the season nearly 2,600 acres 
were examined and 8,700 currant and gooseberry bushes were 
destroyed at a cost of $868.20. (Town: $399.81, State: $399.81 
and the Federal Government: $68.56). 


~ As a result of the progress made in reworking the control 
area we are pleased to report that almost 7,/00 acres are now 
on a maintenance basis: no further control measures are 
expected to be needed on this acreage until the present crop 
of pine is logged or otherwise disturbed. However, our work 
schedule shows there are still about 12,000 acres to be re- 
~ worked as of 1953. State and/or Federal funds will again be 
used on a liberal basis to supplement any local funds made 
available to complete the 1953 control program in Windham.

from the Smith Association, Archie Laffin and Fred Lowell. It 
was voted that Frederick Aikins serve as secretary of this com- 
mittee. 


The following report is made: (Lots, as used in this report 
are approximately sixteen feet square. ) 


1. Price of lots for residents. 


Because residents have previously been given lots free; 
this committee does not believe that any change should 
be made under existing conditions. But, in the future ex- 
pansion of cemeteries; a price should be charged for lots 
high enough to pay for the cemetery development and to 
provide for perpetual care. 


2. Price of lots for non-residents. 


This committee sees little need for non residents to purchase 
lots in our cemeteries, but, when lots are sold the price 


should be $250.00. 


All money received for the sale of lots should be paid to 
the town treasurer, who will give a receipt for the same and 
show on this receipt the lot number and or other description 
of the same. | 


The money received should be credited to a local trust 
fund of the town to be used for cemetery care. 


In the future, all lots sold should be restricted about grad- 
ing so that they can easily be mowed and also allow for future 


burial in single graves. No one should be allowed to raise 
the grade without permission. 
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The committee believes that since we have twenty or more 
cemeteries in the town and only six associations and that 
funds are limited in all cases; that a Supt. of Cemeteries 
should be appointed by the Selectmen who will take over 
the work that needs to be done and he would be held re- 
sponsible for the appearance of the cemeteries. 


This Committee believes that such a man can be hired at 
about $2,600.00 per year on a full time basis; that he and his 
crew will also mow the town and school grounds; and that the 
town and school department should contribute to the fund 
for his salary in proportion to the work that is done. This 
man should furnish his own car,. but be provided with a 
trailer and other equipment. 


This committee believes that the first year, it would be 
necessary to make an appropriation of $3,000.00 to cover his 
salary and the expenses of hiring two men to help him for 
about ten or twelve weeks; but that in the future credits 
would be available so that the appropriation could be re- 
duced in amount. 


_ This cemetery account would be carried over on the towns’ 
book, year after year so that the credits would be available. 


During such time of the year, that the Supt. of Cemeteries 
could not work on his job; other work could be provided by 
the Highway Department or the School Department to keep 
him busy.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the superintending school committee and to the citizens 
of the Town of Windham: Greetings: 


I have the honor to submit my twenty-seventh annual 
report. 

Changes in the teaching staff will be found in the table 
of statistics. Only a few changes were made. Roy Bither, Jr. 
was engaged as principal of the Field-Allen School and to 
teach the eighth grade. Etta Johnson was transferred from 
the sixth grade to the seventh grade and Hilda Forbes was 
engaged to teach the fifth and sixth grade room at the 
Friends School. Due to the resignation of Mrs. Marjorie 
Vachon, we had a music vacancy to fill and engaged Abbie 
Harvey as supervisor of music. Miss Harvey has had many 
years experience. | 

This makes a total of thirty-three teachers for the town; 
eleven at the high school; twenty-one in the elementary 
schools and one music supervisor. 


Enrollments have been gradually creeping up again and 
we are faced with the problem of building more class rooms 
and hiring more teachers. 


New legislation passed by the 95th legislature requires a 
six months written notice and two year contracts for teachers 
with a minimum of three years probation experience in the 
town. 


Effective January 1, 1954, the equal-pay law for men 
and women will be in operation. 


The Maine Teachers Association has introduced legisla- 
tion in the 96th legislature for higher minimums of salary. 

The following chart of a salary schedule has been used 
as a guide in paying teachers and engaging teachers in this 
town. Higher salaries are indicated. To keep good teachers, 
we must follow the trend of payment in other towns.

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11—Teachers absent from duty on account of illness or 
death in the immediate family shall be allowed 5 days of sick 
leave each year. 


12—Teachers will start on this schedule in the place they 
find themselves at the present time according to salary rate 
being paid as of the school year 1951-52. 


13—The School Committee reserve the right to suspend 
operation of this salary schedule if money is not provided by 
the town for the increases. 


14—The School Committee reserve the right to pay such 
salaries as may be required in order to engage special teach- 
ers or principals. 


A new G M C sixty passenger bus was purchased last 
spring and put in operation this fall. This makes six busses 
in operation. Four of them are sixty passenger busses, as we 
added seats to bus No. 2 and bus No. 3 this summer to bring 
them up to sixty pupil capacity. This makes a total of three 
hundred thirty-six pupils which can be carried at one time on 
one trip. Since we have about that many pupils registered at 
Windham Center in the two schools (and very few walk or 
ride otherwise) we are practically up to our capacity for these 
schools without more busses. If we should make another high 
school trip with these busses, it would delay the opening of 
the elementary schools as they are serviced by two more bus 
trips immediately following the High School trip. 


This fall we changed the bus schedule somewhat, so 
three busses service each group of schools and now both the 
North and South End Schools open and close at about the 
same time. 


The special noon trip for sub primary pupils was elimi- 
nated and we were able to get those pupils home by using a 
system worked out with the high school schedule. 


Hence, the total miles per day per bus has been reduced 
resulting in some saving of wear and tear on the busses and 
the use of gasoline and oil. 


i 
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Janitor service this year follows the usual pattern of 
previous years. Janitors are employed as follows:

Alvin Allen is employed throughout the calendar year. 
The others are employed for the forty week period of the 
school year. 


Fuel is purchased on bids. This year the oil contract 
went to the Dodge Coal and Oil Company at Gorham. The 
coal bid was awarded to Randall and McAllister of Portland. 
Oil is burned in all schools except the Friends and at the 
High School, where coal is used. 


The school lunch has been continued following the pat- 
tern of previous years and the government requirements. A 


small subsidy is obtained from the government; twenty-five 


cents per lunch collected from all but needy pupils and a 


_ town appropriation takes care of the balance needed for 


operation. 


Our lunch cooks and workers are paid as follows: 
Cooks (six hour day) $25.00 per week 
Helpers 50 per hour 


They have requested an increase in pay. To do so would 
require an additional appropriation. 


To pay the six cooks; $5.00 per week more would require 
$1,080.00 more money and to increase the helpers to $.62 
per hour would take about $600.00. This should be done 
and we are recommending that the school lunch appropria- 
tion be increased $1,000.00 and that the other money needed 
be raised by charging five cents more per week for lunches. 
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This year, as in the past, we have had donated commo- 
dities from the U. S. Government. Whether the present Con- 
gress will make a school lunch appropriation or not is un- 
known at this time. 


The Health work has been continued under the direction 
of Dr. Branson, the school physician. He is assisted by the 
state nurse and by members of the Health Council. This 
work is very valuable and worthwhile. 


Dr. Branson as school physician donates considerable 
time to our problems. He has been paid at the rate of $300.00 
per year, but this year it is recommended that he be paid a 
salary of $600.00 per year. 


Dr. Branson is on call for all schools at all times; he visits 
the schools as called; issues permits to re-enter, school; takes 
care of all first aid for school accidents; and makes a physical 
examination of about three hundred or more children. He 
will examine, as the family doctor, such athletes as come to 
his office ,for the school team. He also, holds a clinic each 
year, where inoculations and vaccinations are available. 


The above is a brief summary of his duties and he is 
entitled to the increase in pay. 
REPAIR WORK 


Arlington School. Re-shingled the old building. Made pro- 
ject cases. Cleaned and varnished the old wood floors. In- 
stalled extra lights. Did some painting. 


Friends School. Made the usual general repairs. Will install 
anti-panic hardware. 


Newhall School. Repaired the roof where it was leaking. 


John A. Andrew School. Usual repairs. 


Special repairs in the lunch room. 


Field-Allen School. Painted inside the toilet rooms. Some 
outside painting on trim. Usual general repairs. 
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Garage. Installed boiler and stoker and heaters. Boiler and 
stoker obtained from the old Arlington School. Built one 
new stall for school bus. Some outside painting. 


Old Shop. Grading and concrete apron for under the shop. 


High School. Installed new fire escape. Enlarged the Com- 
mercial rooms. Cleaned up gym floors. Installed and re- 
paired part of board walk. Installed new exit door. Re- 
paired and installed two new doors with anti-panic hard- 
ware. 


Due to the increased shop enrollment. it was necessary 
to move the Industrial Arts Shop into the shop built for the 
agricultural work. They (agriculture) were able to move some 
of their equipment to the basement of the building, used as 
a classroom and to my mind, are teaching as good and as well 
as the agricultural work requires. But, due to the lack of a 
shop the school has lost its vocational rating for agriculture. 
We, now, have general agriculture which is the same course as 
before, but not subject to the high subsidy from the federal 
government. | 


The shop should be increased as soon as the town is 
financially able to do so, but due to the necessity of build- 
ing four more class rooms another year, we must postpone 
the building of the shop for a year or two. 


However, the agricultural course should not be dropped . 
as it fills a need for twenty or more pupils, and under the 
arrangement now in use, we can use the agricultural teacher 
to teach other classes and then avoid the necessity of hiring 
another teacher. 


The Physical Education program has been continued 
under the direction of Theodore Foster, our director and 
with the assistance of Colleen Coates, our assistant. 


Last May, an elementary school Play Day was held with 
a parade and exercises by the grades with grand success. 
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This May, we hoped to hold a similiar type of Play Day 
for the Junior High and Senior High pupils. 


The School Band is practicing regularly under the 
direction of Arthur Stevens, our instructor; who is paid by 
the school department as he holds a special certificate to 
teach the Band. The Band Mothers Club, under Mrs. Thel- 
ma Hunt, the president, has been very active and the Band 
has played on many occasions with good reports. 


At the last town meeting, a special committee was elected 
to survey the secondary school situation! This committee 
held many meetings and reported to the town at a special 
town meeting held in July; that there was a need for a new 
high school due to the increased enrollments and expected 
enrollments. The town took no action on this report. 


During December, the School Superintendent and School 
Committee discussed the necessity of more school rooms and 
the needs of an increasing enrollment with the Selectmen. 


As a result, it was decided to call a special town meeting 
to discuss“the matter. This was held in January and the 
town voted to build additions to the John A. Andrew School 
and to the Field-Allen School, and to have four class rooms 
ready by September 1953. No appropriations were made, but 
a Building Committee was elected, who were given authority 
to select and engage an architect and procure plans which 
would go to “bid” and to report costs at the regular town 
meeting. Due to circumstances, this committee will be unable 
to report at the annual town meeting actual bid costs; but 
will probably have plans and architects’ estimates of costs. 
Actual appropriation could be made at a special town meet- 
ing to be held later in March and construction could’ be 
started in April, so rooms would be ready in September. 


There are many indications that show that our enroll- 
ments in the next five years will increase and that we will 
need more class rooms and the new high school. 
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If new building construction, according to the plan 
presented at the special town meeting can be obtained at not 
over $75,000.00; this can be paid back in five years at $19,- 
000.00 per year and with the existing indebtness for school 
construction paid at the same time; we could be out of debt 
in 1959 and be prepared to build the schools or classrooms 
needed. It is my belief that this plan, as was outlined, will 
take care of our needs for the next five years. Under the 
present valuation of the town each $3,000.00 raised will raise 
the tax rate about one mill. Hence, this program would raise 
the tax rate about five mills. If you paid an actual tax last 
year of $100.00—this would result (other things being equal) 
in your paying $105.00 taxes this next year and other taxes 
would be in proportion. Can the average tax payer stand 
$5.00 more per year for new building construction besides 
the other increased costs? This is your problem and should. 
be carefully studied. | 

The usual needs for repair money continues. We need a 
new heating plant at the Friends School. Part of the high 
school roof will need to be shingled as it is leaking quite 
badly. There are indications that we will need to shingle at 
the Newhall School and fix the flat roof and ventilator 
system. We need more project cases and better lighting in 
most schools. We need to replace the old slate urinals in the 
John A. Andrew, Newhall and Arlington Schools. We need 
to do more painting. 

In December, a fire at the Hanson: House resulted in 
considerable damage to the building. This has been repaired 
and the insurance collected. We will need to raise some 
money to pay our share of the cost due to depreciation of 
the property.

TOWN OF WINDHAM 
FEBRUARY 2, 1951 TO FEBRUARY 1, 1952 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Wind- 
ham has been completed for the municipal year ended Feb- 
ruary 2, 1952. The audit included an examination of the 
records maintained by the Assessors, Selectmen, ‘Town Clerk, 
Treasurer and Tax Collector. 


The result of the audit indicates that transfers between 
accounts should be recorded by journal entries rather than 
to clear through the Treasurer’s cash account. | 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. The 
result of the year’s operations showed that available funds 
exceeded expenditures by $7,791.71. Umnexpended and over- 
draft balanees are summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $11,043.64 
Overdrafts 5.251699 
Net Unexpended Balances $770 t ga 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
particularly in the highways and bridges and charity ac- 
counts totaling $2,787.94 and $238.70 respectively. ‘The De- 
partment of Attorney General has advised that overdrafts 
are not permitted by statute, except in certain instances 
where emergencies arise in highway activities and then only 
to the extent of 15 per cent of the highway appropriation. 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures, 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1951 year, revenues in- 
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‘creased over the previous year by $31,381.89. Expenditures 
for the same period increased $96,565.65. The factors con- 
tributing to these differences were reviewed with no excep- 


tions noted. 


Following is a summary of the differences as compared 
with revenues and expenditures of the preceding year:

At the year end the unappropriated surplus amounted to 
$18,541.21 or a net increase of $2,241.60 over the previous 
year. The increase was occasioned principally by the excess 
of available funds over expenditures of $7,791.71 less the 
authorized transfer of $5,715.00 for Inkhorn Bridge con- 
struction. 


As a result of the examination of the records of the ‘Town 
Clerk it was ascertained that the transfer of excise tax monies 
amounting to $10,000.000 to the town roads—permanent im- 
provement account and the transfer of $5,715.00 of unap- 
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propriated surplus funds to the Inkhorn Bridge construction 
account had been authorized by vote of the townspeople. 


Notes totaling $50,000.00 were issued during the year by 
authority granted at the annual town meeting. The pro- 
ceeds of the notes were used for the construction of the Arl- 
ington School. These notes mature $10,000.00 annually be- 
ginning December 19, 195s 

Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust by 
the Town were reviewed. The records disclosed that income 
earnings totaled $256.20. Expenditures amounted to $340.89 
and the balance of the unexpended income amounted to 
$136.76 at the year end. 

Excise tax collections were verified from copies of the 
receipts retained by the Collector. Collections totaling $16,- 
377.65 were accounted for as follows:
